— The following bye-laws made by the, Canton- 
ment Board, Nasirabad, for the registration of births and deaths, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause (1) of section 283 and section 283 of the Cantonments 
Act, i924 (2 of 1924), and in supersession of the byelaws published with the Chief 
Commissioner, Ajmer Merwara Notn, No. 109(3)-CC/29, anted 16th May 1929, are 
pubkshed for general information, the same having been previously published, and 
having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as required by 
aub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

Bye-laws. — Registration of Births and Deaths 

1. The head of every family resident in or on a visit to Nasirabad Cantonment 
and every person in charge of any lodging house, Dharamshala, Sarai, Hospital 
or other sim.lar ins'ilution shall, within 48 hours of the occurrence of any birth 
or death in his family or among persons staying in the said premises report the 
same personally or by an agent or in writing in accordance with the following 
provisions to the Cantonment Executive Officer, Nasirabad. 

2. (1) The report shall contain the following particulars: — 

A. As to Births: 

(1) Date and time of birth. 

(2) Sex of child. 

(3) Name, if any, and nationality of child. 

(4) 'Whether still-bom. 

(5) Caste. 
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(G) Name of father, 

(7) Residence of father, 

(8) Occupation of parent, and 

(9) Name and address of the person making report: 

Provided that in the case of an illegitimate child the, name, residence, cast® 
(if any) and religion of the mother may be furnished in Leu of particulars at 
items 6, 7 and. 8. 

B. Regarding deaths: 

(1) Date and time of death. 

(2) Name of deceased, 

(3) Sex. 

(4) Age. 

(5) Occupation, if any, caste and religion. 

(G) Father’s name or in the case of married woman her husband’s name. 

(7) Cause of death. 

(8) Name of Medical Practitioner, if any, who attended the deceased during 

the last illness. 

(9) Residence of the deceased. 

(10) Place of cremation or burial, and 

(11) Name and address of the person making the report. 

(2) In the case of deaths of foreigners (aliens and non-Indians) a report giving 
the following information shall be immediately submitted by the Cantonment 
Board to the Registrar General, Births, Deaths and Marriages, Rajasthan: — 

(1) Name of deceased — Mr./Miss/Mrs. 

(2) Approximate age. 

(3) Nationality. 

(4) Profession. 

(5) Place and date of birth. 

(6) Cause of death. 

(7) Dependents or relations/friends; if any. 

(8) Address of any relatives in the country of the deceased, if known to 

the Cantonment Board. 

3. In the case of an unclaimed dead body it shall be token by police to the 
Cantonment Hospital for disposal and report as to the cause of death shall be 
made by the Police to the Executive Office, r within seven days of the date of 
discovery. 

4. Two separate registers shall be kept by the Cantonment Executive Officer 
in which the particulars aforesaid as to birth or death respectively shall be duly 
entered within 24 hours of receipt of the information. 

5. (1) The entries in the register^ shall be open to inspection by any inhabitant 

of the Cantonment and, on an application from a person interested in any entry, 
the Executive Officer shall grant him a certified copy thereof on payment ox 
Re. 1. (2) All fees received under this bye-law shall be credited to the Nasirabad 

Cantonment Fund. 

6. No person shall negligently or wilfully destroy or injure, or act so as to 
cause destruction or injury or allow to be destroyed or injured, any register of 
births or deaths, or insert or cause to be inserted m any such register or certified 
copy thereof any entry of any birth or death except in accordance with these 
bye-laws. 

7. No fee shall be leviable for registration. 

8. (1) Any clerical error which may at any time be discovered in the registers 
-may be, corrected by the Executive Officer. (21 Any error of fact or substance 
in any such register may be corrected by the Executive Officer by an entry in 
the margin without any alteration of the original entry, upon production by the 
person requiring such error to be corrected of a declaration on oath setting forth 
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the nature of the error and the true facts of the case made before the , Sub- 
Divisional Magistrate, Nasirabad or an oath Commissioner, by the person required 
to give information concerning the birth or death with reference to which th» 
error has been made, or in default of such person, by two creditable, persona 
having knowledge of the case, and certified by the Sub-Divisional Magistrate or 
the Oath Commissioner, to have been made In his presence. 

9. Any person committing a breach of bye-law 6 shall, on conviction, bo 
punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees and any person 
committing breach of any other provision of these bye-laws shall, on conviction, 
be punishable with fine which may extend to ten rupees.
